DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-17 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reasons for the indication of the allowability of claims 1 -1 7 are: 

Regarding claims 1-10, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest in 
combination with the other claimed limitations a conduit having a semi-circular outer 
cross section wherein the hinge is located at an angular elevation from the base of 
between 10° and 35°, the base portion having a clip socket for retaining the clip, the 
height of inner wall above the bottom of the base portion being substantially the same 
as the height of the hinge above the bottom of the base portion. 

Regarding claims 11-17, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest in 
combination with the other claimed limitations a conduit having a semi-circular outer 
cross-section, wherein the hinge is located at an angular elevation from the base of 
between 10° and 35°, the base portion having a clip socket for retaining the clip, 
wherein the portion of the clip which extends beyond retaining grooves into the channel 
between the inner and outer walls of the clip socket extends a short distance beyond 
the retaining groove, wherein the short distance is an angular extension of no more than 
1 0o from the centre of the retaining groove to end of the clip. 

These limitations are found in claims 1-17, and are neither disclosed nor taught 
by the prior art of record, alone or in combination. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later

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accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed September 10, 2009 have been fully considered and 
they are persuasive. 

In response to the Applicant's argument, the Examiner agrees that neither 
Thomas (US 4,629,826) nor the cited prior art disclose, teach or suggest a conduit 
having a semi circular outer cross section wherein the hinge is located at an angular 
elevation from the base of between 10° and 35°, the base portion having a clip socket 
for retaining the clip, the height of inner wall above the bottom of the base portion being 
substantially the same as the height of the hinge above the bottom of the base portion.
